"Most of them 
were poor agricultural workers, 
heavily in debt to money len- 
ders. Why would they want to 
go back? If they refuse to go, 
what can India do—order them 
out at a gunpoint?"

SXlGON (AP) - North Viet- 


nam's determination to defend 
its supply routes to the south is 
posing the most serious threat 
to U.S. planes since President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's bombing 
halt more than three years ago. 


As American bombers 
in- 


crease their attacks during the 
current dry season, they are 
running into increased attacks 
from North Vietnamese mis- 
siles, 
antiaircraft 
guns and 


MIG jets. 


Most of the action is concen- 


trated around four key passes 
on the North Vietnam-Laos bor- 
der. These are—from north to 
south—the Barthelemy pass on 
Highway 7, feeding supplies to 
the Communist troops in north- 
ern Laos, and the Mu Gia, Ban 
Karai and Ban Raving passes 
through which war material en- 
ter the Ho Chi Minh trail. 


"There has been a general 


strengthening 
of 
antiaircraft 


defenses, and some of the areas 
not previously considered 
a 


high threat are now a high 
threat," says one Air Force of- 
ficer. "The North Vietnamese 
have 23, 37 and 100mm guns. 
They are highy mobile, and 
tltey move in and out in an 
ever changing pattern. This 
makes hitting them difficult." 


For the first time in 3te 


years, North Vietnam's Soviet- 
built MIG interceptors are chal- 
lenging U.S. planes with fre- 
quency.

SAMs—surface-to-air missiles- 
is also on the increase. 


Six U.S. planes have been 


shot down by MIGs, SAMs and 
antiaircraft artillery in the past 
12 .days, and seven of the 12 
cowmen are missing or cap- 
tured. 


The U.S. Command has ad- 


mitted nearly 100 American air 
attacks inside North Vietnam 
this year, terming them "pro- 
tective reaction" exercising the 
"inherent right of self-defense" 
in response to North Vietnam- 
ese attack or radar indications 
that an attack is about to be 
made. 


The protective reaction policy 


was laid down in November 
1968 for the protection of the re- 
connaissance flights that Presi- 
dent Johnson said would contin- 
ue over North Vietnam. Hanoi 
said it would not tolerate U.S. 
flights over its territory and 
claimed the "inalienable right 
to pursue and shoot down U.S. 
planes of any type if they viol- 
ate our air space." 


For nearly two years, all 


American air strikes in North 
Vietnam were made against an- 
tiaircraft batteries that fired on 
U.S. 
planes or gave radar in- 


dication that they were pre- 
paring to fire. But a little more 
than a year ago, as the with- 
drawal of U.S. ground forces 
continued, the Nixon adminis- 
tration expanded the targets of 
protective reaction strikes to 
include fuel and supply depots 
and truck pars, with some of 
the raids planned in advance 
and carried out by as many as 
250 planes.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 


forces recaptured the Plain of 
Jars in northern Laos on Mon- 
day night despite the inter- 
vention of U.S. air power that 
cost four American planes. 


The last two government po- 


sitions on the plain 100 miles 
northeast of Vientiane fell to 
North Vietnamese and Pathet 
Lao forces who inflicted more 
than 500 casualties on Thai and 
Laotian defenders in three days 
of heavy attacks. It was the 
fourth time in 2% years that 
the plain had changed hands. 


Thai and Laotian defenders 


were reported retreating to the 
south and west, leaving most of 
their dead and wounded behind,

Thai allies held on to two posi- 
tions close to the Plain of Jars 
to the west and to the south. 
But both were reported under 
heavy attack. 


North Vietnamese truck con- 


voys

southward across the eastern 
part of the plain, which is 30 
miles wide and 20 miles long. 
Heavy antiaircraft fire drove 
off the slow, propeller-driven 
I/aotian T28 bombers, but su- 
personic U.S. F4 
Phantoms 


were launching strikes against 
the enemy forces. 


The plain, ringed by moun- 


tains that rise to 5,000 feet, is 
called the Plain of Jars be- 
cause of the thousands of stone 


burial jars found there. It is 
strategic because the major 
east-west highway across Laos 
crosses it and another major 
highway shoots off to the south. 


The U.S. Command admitted 


that three Phantom jets were 
shot down 
Saturday and 
a 


fourth Sunday while supporting 
the Thai and Laotian govern- 
ment forces. At least one of the 
planes was downed by a North 
Vietnamese MIG interceptor. 
U.S. aircraft rescued two of the 
fliers, and Hanoi announced the 
capture of four. The other two 
are listed as missing. 


Some 
informants 
indicated 


that the United States is consid- 
ering massive retaliatory raids, 
but the U.S. Command declined 
comment. 


Pledges to Avenge Loss 


NEW DELHI (AP) — Paki- 
stan's new civilian president, 
Zulfikar All Bhutto, today un- 
derlined his pledge to regain 
his country's lost eastern terri- 
tories by naming an East Paki- 
stani vice president. 


Bhutto's choice, 77-year-old 


Nuril Amin, demonstrated the 
inability of the government in 
West Pakistan to rally signifi- 
cant support among the leaders 
of the new state of Bangla Desh 
which the Indian army freed in 
the two-week war. 


In the National 
Assembly 


election a year ago, Amin, a 
political foe of Sheik Mujibur 
Rahman, won one of the two 
East Pakistani seats which 
were not taken by Sheik Mu- 
jib's 
Awami 
League. 
The 


Awamis won 167, a majority in 
the assembly. 


Sheik Mujib has been a pris- 


oner in West Pakistan since 
last March, and Bhutto has giv- 
en no indication what he would 
do about him. 


Three days after India in- 


vaded East Pakistan on Dec. 4, 
then-President 
Agha 
Mo- 


hammed Yahya Khan named 
Amin prime minister-designate 
and Bhutto to be his deputy 
prime minister and 
foreign 


minister. They were to take of- 
fice this week, but after the 
loss of East Pakistan Amin 
said he could not accept the 
prime ministership.

U.S., Britain Work 
on Future

HAMILTON, Bermuda (AP) 


— President Nixon and British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath, 
whose countries worked togeth- 
er in hot wars and cold, are 
moving in their summit talks 
toward tacit agreement to dis- 
agree on some elements of fu- 
ture foreign policies. 


The two leaders met for five 


hours Monday, 90 minutes long- 
er than scheduled, in a drawing 
room of the hilltop Governor's 
House overlooking the Atlantic. 


The initial session 
carried 


philosophical 
and 
ideological 


overtones, officials indicated, 
while the concluding two meet- 
ings today were to focus on 
such specifics as how to com- 
plete the rebuilding of the inter- 
national monetary system. 


The sunny-climate summit, 


Nixon said in his toast at a 
shipboard state dinner, "will 
serve a useful purpose." 


"It builds that kind of founda- 


tion on which our two countries 


can go forward together in dif- 
ferent ways, at tunes, toward 
the same great goal of a world 
of peace ...," the President 
said. 


He referred to "some tactical 


differences," but said there are 
common ties and principles 
which cement 
"that special 


relationship 
between 
Britain 


and the United States which 
has existed for so long and ... 
still is healthy, maturing and 
also necessary." 


Nixon didn't specify the "tac- 


tical differences," but sources 
said they center on the Indian- 
Pakistani crisis and on ways to 
resape international monetary 
and trade relationships. 


British officials disagree with 


the American suggestion that 
India had planned to invade 
West Pakistan. But both sides 
agreed Monday to work togeth- 
er on moves to rush aid, prefer- 
ably through the United Na- 
tions, to ease the suffering of 
the Bengalis.

Gold Dethroned 
as Centerpiece 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


monetary settlement wrapped 
up last weekend by the world's 
leading finance ministers all 
but dethrones gold as Che cen- 
terpiece of the international 
monetary system. 


Nobody, except maybe the 


French, who hoard it, and the 
South Africans, who mine a lot 
of it, are particularly unhappy 
about that fact. 


But 
the 
finance ministers 


from the 10 richest non-Com- 
munist nations, in effect, af- 
firmed what President Nixon 
decided on Aug. 15: the United 
States would no longer honor 
its pledge to pay out gold for 
foreign dollar claims. 


With gold out of the question, 


what will the United States now 
shell out if a foreign govern- 
ment should decide to present 
huge dollar claims? 


Dollars, of course. And for-

and the basis for the inter- 
national monetary system. 


An SDR is worth SI. It is now 


defined in terms of gold. But 
they could be used by countries 
without resorting to the buying 
and selling of gold. 


But, 
between now and the 


time that a new monetary sys- 
tem is worked out, many Eu- 
ropean nations are sure to wor- 
ry about the issue of con- 
vertibility.

The reason: The Nielsen re- 


search organization, whose re- 
ports on audience size and com- 
position are the industry's most 
widely used yardsticks, is tak- 
ing a week off, as it does four 
or five times a year. 


With Nielsen skipping its au- 


dience 
estimates—and 
with 


people presumed to be pre- 
occupied with holiday prepara- 
tions—the networks find it con- 
venient to slip in reruns. The 
three networks scheduled 20 be- 
tween Monday night and Christ- 
mas Eve. 


Documentaries and news de- 


partment 
specials frequently 


attract smaller audiences than 
do entertainment shows. So in- 
clusion of some this week will 
not hurt a network's position in 
the tight three-network ratings 
race currently in progress. 


The practice, however, has 


resulted in an unfortunate pile 
up of specials and documen- 
taries tonight. 


Meanwhile, the Nielsen re- 


port for the week ending Dec. 
12 shows CBS's "All in the 
Family" still the nation's most 
popular program, followed by a 
Bob Hope variety hour on NBC, 
and CBS's repeat of the cartoon 
"A Charlie Brown Christmas."

RANCHO LA COSTA, Calif. 


(AP) — Lee Trevino, who once 
said he would never play in the 
Masters golf tournament, now 
has a new ambition—to win it.

year that he will try to win as 
many tournaments as possible 
in 1972. But that capturing the 
Masters is his big goal. 


Trevino, winner of the U.S., 


British and 
Canadian opens 


plus three other tournaments 
this year, spoke by telephone to 
the writers gathered at La Cos- 
ta County Club Monday night 
from his home in El Paso, Tex. 
He is spending several weeks 
with his family there before re- 
suming the golfing wars in the 
Los Angeles Open Jan. 6-9. 


Trevino, who failed to qualify 


for this year's Masters, has 
said he doesn't think the Au- 
gusta National course is suited 
for his game. But he said Mon- 
day Jack Nicklaus, the only 
man to win more money than 
he did this year, recently con- 
vinced him he could win any 
tournament. 


Of his statement two years 


ago that he never would play in 
the Masters 
again, 
Trevino 


said, "A guy who talks as 
much as I do has to stick his 


foot in his mouth. I will eat 
crow right on the front steps at 
Augusta." 


He said he planned to cut 


down on his tournament play, 
skipping five events early in 
the season, and also reduce 
non-golf activities in 1972. This 
year has seen "too many din- 
ners, too many speeches," he 
said. 


Trevino said he also is look- 


ing forward to the defense of 
his U.S. Open championship at 
Pebble Beach, Calif, in June. 
And, he said, he's figured out 
how to do it. 


"Pebble Beach," he said, "is 


a course that demands good, 
long irons, and if I have a 
weakness in my game, it's in 
my long irons. 


"What I'm having made is a 


No. 6 wood, and I'm going to 
use it instead of a No. 2 iron. 
The new club may be ready for 
the Crosby tournament (in mid- 
jariuary) but it'll be ready for 
sure for the Open."

thought Trevino was kidding.

Asked when he would start 


recruiting, Bellard said, "Last 
night."

with authority when he deals

coaches—he 


won three state championships 
in his 15 year career. 


Bellard 
compiled 
a 
32-2 


record in three seasons at In- 
gleside and in five years at 
Breckenridge, he won one out- 
right state championship and 
tied for another. He was at San 
Angelo seven years, winning 
the state championship in 1966 
and finishing with a 62-17-1 
record. 


Bellard went to the Univer- 


sity of Texas as a linebacker 
coach in 1967 and the following 
year took over the offensive 
backfield, when the Longhorns 
shifted to the Wishbone-T.

Old Records Disintegrating

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou- 


sands of Americans each year 
thrill to the sight of the nation's 
sacred documents—the Con- 
stitution and Declaration of In- 
dependence which are proudly 
and carefully maintained in the 
National Archives. 


What they don't see are the 


thousands upon thousands of le- 
gal records, many dating to co- 
lonial times, that lie moulder- 
ing and disintegrating in the 
dusty basements of courthouses 
throughout the country. 


According to the American 


Society for Legal History and 
officials at the National Ar- 
chives, these documents will be 
useless in 10 to 15 years--a 


crisis threatening the source of 
research into the nature and 
development of the nation. 


The society, headed by Uni- 


versity 
of Pennsylvania 
law' 


professor George L. Haskins, is 
in the midst of a drive to pre- 
serve 
and 
reorganize 
these 


documents through a proposed 
federal preservation act. 


Robert M. Ireland, University 


of Kentucky history professor 
and executive assistant of the 
society, says the need for such 
a law is imperative. 


"Federal 
legislation 
is 


needed," Ireland says, "to in- 
sure the preservation of these 
records, which are often preyed 
upon by mildew and autograph- 
seekers or even destroyed by 
government

On the other side of the 


picture the blood sugar is 
Jowered by the removal of 


Instruments glucose from the blood and 


using it in the muscles or 
other tissues or storing it in 
the form of fat tissue or oth- 
er carbohydrate 
forms in 


muscle tissue. The use of 
glucose by the body tissues 
or its storage is dependent 
upon insulin, the hormone 
formed by small specialized 
areas of tissue within the 
pancreas. 


In a diabetic who doesn't 


produce 
e n o u g h 
insulin, 


there is a defect in utilizing 
glucose in this manner and 
the blood sugar rises ab- 
normally. The condition is 
helped by giving insulin. Too 
much insulin can cause a 
rapid r e m o v a l of glucose 
f r o m the bloodstream and 
hypoglycemia follows. This 
may cause the symptoms of 
nervousness, fast heart and 
sweating. 


Rarely too much insulin is 


produced by a tumor of the 
insulin producing tissue in 
the pancreas, but these are 
rare and the common causes 
of hypoglycemia are 
from 


other factors.

At a court hearing, the owner

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Businesses Feel Bite of 
New Job Safety Standards

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Some 


Arkansas businesses 
already 


have felt the bite of new fed- 
eral job-safety standards that 
began being enforced last Au- 
gust. 


The bite so far has resulted 


in collection of $2,300 in fines 
with several fines outstanding. 


The largest fine against one 


firm has been $1,095, according 
to James T. Knorpp of Tulsa, 
Okla., director of the area of- 
fice of the Occupational Safety 
and 
Health 
Administration 


(SOHA), which is responsible 
for enforcement of the new safe- 
ty standards in Oklahoma and 
Arkansas. 


He said about 30 citations, 


which do not necessarily carry 
a penalty, have been issued in 
Arkansas since compliance of- 
ficers began inspections in Ar- 
kansas Aug. 27. 


Undoubtedly, more could have 


been issued but the area office 
only has four compliance offi- 
cers to police Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. Knorpp said an indus- 
trial hygienist and three addi- 
tional compliance officers will 
be hired in January. 


The new job-safety law was 


signed last Dec. 29 by President 
Nixon, but the Labor Depart- 
ment did not set up the OSHA 
until April 28 and then safety 
standards were not issued until 
a month later. 


Most violations of the stand- 


ards will be subject to a fine 
of $1,000, but Knorpp said the 
penalty for a willful violation 
that resulted in a death could 
be as much as a $10,000 fine 
and six months in jail on the ' 
first conviction and double that 
on a second conviction. 


Any business that has one 


employe and affects commerce 
is covered by the standards, 
Knorpp said. One requirement 
is that employers have to file 
a report with his office within 
48 hours after an accident oc- 
curs that results in a death or 
five persons being hospitalized. 


So far, Knorpp said, his office 


had found that most of the me- 
dium and large businesses were 
aware of the standards although 
some may not be familiar with 
individual rules affecting them. 
He said many small businesses 
were not even aware of the new 
standards. 


However, he said cooperation 


has been good, especially from 
the state Labor Department and 
its director, Dale Cline. 


Since launching full inspec- 


tions, Knorpp said his men have 
not inspected any firm in Ar- 
kansas that was violation-free. 


However, he said businessmen 


were interested in having a safe 
operation. "They are interested 


because it is good business," 
Knorpp said, adding that most 
appreciated being shown how 
their operations could be made 
safer. 


One area of difficulty, Knorpp 


said, is for the businessman who 
is located in an old structure 
where the equipment might be 
old or outdated. "In this in- 
stance, it might be difficult for 
him to come into compliance and 
it would be expensive," he said. 


Some businessmen have said 


that getting into compliance 
would involve a "tremendous 
cost." 


The standards are divided into 


two categories—one for general 
industry and the other for spe- 
ciality industry, such as con- 
struction. Regarding general in- 
dustry, Knorpp said probably 
the biggest change is in the elec- 
tric code, involving such things 
as grounding certain types of 
electrical equipment and the 
mechanical execution of work. 


In construction, he used ditch 


digging as an example. The new 
standards require that when a 
ditch reaches four feet in depth 
shoring is required. If a subcon- 
tractor is doing this for a home 
builder, he will pass along the 
added cost of shoring to the 
prime contractor, who in turn 
is expected to pass along the 
cost to the house buyer. 


Arkansas, of course, has its 


own safety standards and they 
are carried out by the state La- 
bor Department. There is some 
overlapping of inspection, but 
Knorpp and Cline said they 
worked with each other to keep 
this to a minimum. Knorpp said 
unless a specific complaint is 
filed or if a serious accident oc- 
curred, the federal inspector 
would not inspect a plant that 
has been checked by the state. 


The new federal regulations al- 


low a state to assume control of 
the federal program, and Cline 
said Arkansas is in the process 
of doing this. 


Cline said two grants totaling 


$91,000 have been approved to 
the state. He said the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas Industrial En-, 
gineering Department has been 
awarded a $56,000 contract to 
draw up a state plan for taking 
over the federal inspection. 


Cline said the recommenda- 


tions probably would not be com- 
pleted until mid-1972 and that it 
probably would take about six 
months to get the state plan ap- 
proved by the federal govern- 
ment. 


He said the UA would recom- 


mend a budget, how many en- 
forcement officers would be need- 
ed and what state legislation 
might be needed to implement 
the program. 


Cline said there would have to 


be an increase in the depart-
